As claimed in applicant's independent claims 1,12 and 19, prior art does not 
teach air-flow underneath the plate between the bottom opening to the top-edge slots. 

Although newly found prior art (Lin et al.. US 6.343,020 B1) meets most of the 
limitations of applicant's limitations in claims 12 and 19, it does not teach enhanced heat 
transfer by air-flow between bottom opening and the top-edge slots.
